er t e initial report, Kayla Lahey contacted Allegheny County 911 at approx. 1022hrs and reported that her son was removed 
rom her home by her son s alleged father. Officers from Aspinwall PD and O’Hara township police responded directly to Lahey's 
residence at 8 Mary St. O’Hara Twp. PA 15215. On arrival, officer were met by Lahey who initially reported that a male, later 
identified as Ashton Curtis DOB: 06/28/1989m, who is not that child's father, walked out of the front door with her 1 month old 
child. Lahey added that Curtis is not on Doe’s birth certificate. 

A search of the residence by local police confirmed that the child was not at home and confirmed the abduction. At 1034hrs a 
BOLO alert was issued for Curtis and the silver SUV that he last seen driving. At 1047hrs Pennsylvania State Police issued an 
Amber Alert for John Doe and Ashton Curtis. 

While enroute to 8 Mary St, Dets were notified that PSP had located Ashton and John Doe along with Kimberly Marine and John 
Hall. When stopped by PSP on Interstate westbound at mile marker #62, Curtis, Marine, and John Doe were travelling in a silver 
Ford Escape SUV and John Hall was travelling in tandem with them occupying a red Ford F250 pick-up truck. At approx. 1218hrs 
Allegheny County Detectives responded to 8 Mary St. O’Hara Twp. PA 15215. The residence was clean and contained all required 
and appropriate items necessary for caring for infant children. Lahey provided Dets with a series of legal documents outlining that 
Curtis was seeking custody of John Doe. It was later learned that those proceedings were withdrawn prior to being served. 

On 12/28/18 at 12:21pm Detectives D. Shuba and J. Hoerter interviewed 25-year old Kayla Lahey concerning her call to 911 
relating to the abduction of her 1-month old son. Lahey related that she had a relationship with Ashton Curtis spanning the last 
three years. Lahey reported that her son John Doe was born on November 20, 2018 at McGee Hospital. Lahey stated that Curtis 
resides in the Houston Texas area with his mother, Kimberly Marine. When John Doe was born at UPMC Magee Women’s 
Hospital she informed Curtis. Curtis and his mother, Kimberly Marine, came to the hospital and saw John Doe. Lahey related that 
Curtis and his mother became argumentative with her and she had them removed from the hospital. Lahey reported that she then 
only had contact through texts, phone, and social media messaging with Curtis and his family members until yesterday 
12/27/2018. 

A few days ago Curtis started texting her asking if he could come and see the baby. Lahey stated that she agreed to allow that 
and on 12/27/2018 Curtis travelled up from Texas. Lahey stated that Curtis arrived at her residence at approximately 9:30pm on 
12/27/2018. She stated when Curtis arrived she observed a red pick-up truck with a tool box in the truck bed parked on her street. 
She asked Curtis what vehicle he had travelled in and Curtis told her a silver SUV, she observed an SUV type vehicle parked on 
her street a bit down from her residence. Lahey stated that Curtis went out several times to presumably smoke and she later 
noticed that the red pick-up truck was no longer in view parked on the street. 

Lahey related that while at her residence she let Curtis hold the baby for a while. When the baby became fussy she took him 
back, fed and put him to bed. Lahey stated that she had told Curtis numerous times that he could not stay the night, but Curtis 
ignored her, eventually falling asleep on her living room couch. Lahey was concerned about a possible altercation with Curtis, and 
was concerned for the baby and her other two small children, so she let Curtis sleep on the couch and eventually went to sleep in 
her own bedroom. Lahey stated that this morning they all got up around 8:30am and she started making breakfast and taking care 
of the children. While Lahey was making breakfast Curtis went outside to presumably smoke and then came back in, going
